Her mood is never as placid and 
sane as in the north. 
There is a tree

ed snake. 
It gets up and then takes 
to earth again. 
Now it wants to be a 
vine; now it wants to be a tree.

Altogether it 
is the craziest vegetable growth I ever 
saw. 
It was near Pali that I saw what

A small brook comes down off the 
mountain and attempts to make the 
leap down a high precipice, but the 
wind catches it and carries it straight 
up in the air like smoke.

Night and day this goes on. tho 
wind snatching from the mountains in 
this summery way the water it has 
brought them.—Century M ign/.ine.

The plate rack illustrated herewith is 
built on the following: dimensions: Its 
length Is twenty-eight inches, height 
t f side thirty-two inches, space be­ 
tween bottom and middle shelf twelve 
Inches, between middle and top ten 
inches. 
A strip an inch wide is placed 
in front of each shelf and about two 
^ inches above the shelf itself and on the 
. back, six inches above the lower two 
\ Shelves, similar stripes are placed for 
fth ^ p la te s to rest against 
About four 
lncnhfi above the top shelf a two inch 
strip is placed as Hie support for the 
frame. Through this three long screws 
are driven preferably Into the scant­ 
lings of the wall: all Hie strips are let 
into the side frames and so are the 
shelves and then screwed. 
Each shelf 
is provided w ith-several grooves an 
inch apart in which the plates may 
rest to prevent slipping.

and on the bottom shelf several hooks
